High school ACT scores show progress

Williamstown High School stayed 
above the state average while Grant 
County High School fell just below in 
recently released ACT scores. 

The data is from high school juniors 
who took the test during the 2013-14 
school year. Those students are seniors 
this year. 

Since 2008, state law has mandated all 
of Kentucky’s public school juniors par¬ 
ticipate in the ACT, which assesses 


English, reading, mathematics and sci¬ 
ence and is scored on a scale of 1 to 36. 

GCHS, who had 268 students take the 
test, received a composite score of 18.4, 
one point lower than the state average of 
19.4. 

In the subject areas, the average scores 
were 17.4 in English, 18.9 in math, 18.2 
in reading and 18.5 in science. 

Compared to the students who took 
the test last year, GCHS saw an increase 
in English and math scores while reading 
stayed the same and science dipped. 

Grant County Schools Assistant 


Superintendent Jennifer Wright said she 
is pleased with the steady progress the 
high school is making on the ACT. 

“Although our composite score only 
went up a tenth of a point, any climb on 
the ACT assessment is considered a suc¬ 
cess,” she said. “The ACT data is just one 
set of academic data we look at in order 
to get a complete view of the whole child. 
We use it to make our instruction better in 
the classroom and determine strengths 
and weaknesses that need to be 
addressed.” 


Pendleton 
man dies

Purslane turns out to 
be a tasty weed 

I have long understood that purslane could be used 
in salads or soups but never made much of an ef¬ 
fort to harvest it until a few years ago. So, when 
high summer approaches I am now on the hunt for 
purslane, considered a noxious weed by most! I am 
not the only one who regards purslane with some 
culinary virtue. A fellow Farm Market farmer at 
the Belknap Farmers’ Market gave me a taste of his 
homemade salsa he was snaking on last week, com¬ 
menting “it is the best way to use purslane” and I was 
so excited to hear someone else get excited about this 
so-called weed. 

My friend and author Nancy Gift describes purs¬ 
lane (Portulacca olereaca) as a “flat-growing plant 
with succulent, thick leaves, usually roughly an inch 
long and a thick stem. It grows best in dry places 
(sand, gravel) but also grows in gardens. Purslane 
leaves are deep green, slightly shiny, with small whit¬ 
ish hairs underneath, and the leaf edges and stems 
often have a purplish or reddish cast.” It has a jade 
like appearance for a weed. In Nancy’s book, Good 
Weed, Bad Weed, she definitely represents the good 
side of the piquant-tasting green. Consider giving it 
a try; and watch for her book if you are interested in 
learning more about the virtues of all living things. 

Recipes with purslane 

I found a few recipes that complement the flavor 
of purslane which I can best describe as sour-piquant. 

Any variation on the theme 
will work so don’t bother 
sticking to the recipes exactly. 
You can also just add a few of 
its leaves to any leafy green 
salad. 

Everyone’s favorite is the 
purslane potato salad: boil 
three or four medium pota¬ 
toes (about 10 minutes) and let 
cool in a large shallow bowl, 
cut into desired pieces. Com¬ 
bine half a cup of olive oil, 
three tablespoons of red wine 
vinegar and a pinch of salt for 
your dressing. On top of the 
potatoes layer rough cut to¬ 
matoes, cucumbers, onion and 
pepper, purslane, and chopped 
mint (more or less as you desire of anything). Drizzle 
the dressing, salt and pepper to taste and toss gently. 
One time I also added a few dollops of ricotta cheese, 
which gave the salad a slight creamy texture. You 
could use yogurt or sour cream, too. 

One of the ways I sell this salad on my guests 
is bragging on the nutrient values of purslane; it is 
high in omega-3 fatty acids, vitamin C, beta caro¬ 
tene, magnesium and potassium; so, therefore good 
for blood pressure and cholesterol. Why are we not 
eating more of this! The next recipe was a simple 
tomato, cucumber, purslane, basil and yogurt salad. 
Think about marinated cucumbers with a yogurt base 
instead of vinegar and a few more ingredients. Sea¬ 
son it as you wish. 

Purslane is an annual and will be knocked back 
by the first frost so before this happens I will gather 
what I can find and make a fall gumbo. When purs¬ 
lane is cooked in a broth it actually acts as a thick¬ 
ening agent (similar to okra). This recipe came via 
Esther Heizer in Clarksville, Indiana to my father 
many years ago. Saute half a cup of chopped on¬ 
ion in about a tablespoon of butter; blend in about a 
tablespoon flour, add a cup of chopped tomatoes, two 
cups (or more) stock, about half a pound of cubed 
fish or chicken (or keep it vegetarian and add more 
vegetables), two cups of purslane and a handful of 
chopped fresh basil. Let it all simmer until meat and 
or vegetables are tender. I have also heard that purs¬ 
lane is a good flavor compliment to pork and lamb 
so this will be on the fall menu, as well, anyone have 
any recipe ideas there?

She underwent emergen¬ 
cy surgeiy because the cancer 
was closing her wind pipe. 

After a biopsy, it was de¬ 
termined she had an uncom¬ 
mon small cell type of cancer. 

“The doctors told me up¬ 
front that they didn’t know 
much about it,” said the petite 
blond. 

Schneider began chemo¬ 
therapy treatments and the 
cancer went into remission 
until 2012 when doctors dis¬ 
covered a spot on her liver. 

In May 2014, a scan 
showed the cancer in her liver 
had doubled in size, as well 
as there were now 10 small 
spots on her kidney. 

“It’s like one day you are 
great and the next it’s a hard¬ 
ship,” said Schneider, a Grant 
County native. “There’s just 
so much in life that you take 
for granted, like being able to 
get up, get dressed and go to 
work.” 

Schneider describes her¬ 
self as a people person and 
has shared many laughs, 
tears, tragedies and triumphs 
from her beautician’s chair. 
Despite having 50 rounds of 
chemotherapy, she did not 


want to stop working, but her 
illness forced her to. 

“I’ve made so many 
friends and I didn’t want 
to retire,” she said. “I sure 
didn’t want to tell my clients 
because I didn’t want to ciy 
when I told them.” 

The hardest part of bat¬ 
tling cancer for Schneider has 
been giving up things she has 
always enjoyed like raising a 
garden, cooking and working 
in her flowers. 

“It takes me about two 
hours just to get up, get ready 
and get out the door,” she 
said. “I’ve always had a gar¬ 
den and canned, but there are 
days now that all I do is lay 
in bed and sleep and that’s not 
me.” 

But she credits her posi¬ 
tive attitude, as well as a de¬ 
termination she learned from 
her mother for giving her 
courage to fight cancer. 

“You have to stay posi¬ 
tive to beat cancer,” she said. 
“The doctors told me with 
this type of cancer people 
only five six months to a year, 
but I’ve lived four. With can¬ 
cer, you’re dying a little each 
day, but I choose to see it as 
living another day so I’m go¬ 
ing to keep staying happy and 


positive.” 

Schneider is quick to cred¬ 
it God and a good doctor, Dr. 
Doug Flora, with her ability 
to fight cancer. 

“They call me the VIP 
patient because no one has 
taken 50 rounds of chemo 
before and without the sup¬ 
port of my family and friends 
who have been an inspiration 
to me I couldn’t keep going,” 
she said, through tears. 

“They say I’m their in¬ 
spiration, but they are really 
mine,” she said. 

Schneider’s medical bills 
continue to grow as her hus¬ 
band, Steve, also a cancer sur¬ 
vivor, said the family pays at 
least 16 different medical bills 
monthly, including $1,000 
per month for medical insur¬ 
ance. 

That’s where the family, 
including her children, Dale 
Arnold and Montee Bates, 
and step son and seven grand¬ 
children, are hoping the com¬ 
munity will show support by 
attending the benefit. 

“They surprised me by 
putting this together,” Schnei¬ 
der said. “I have a great fam¬ 
ily. They’ve been supportive 
and that has made the differ¬ 
ence.”

Wright said that the district’s administra¬ 
tive team meets with teachers on a weekly 
basis to discuss classroom instruction and 
assessment. 

The high school is doing a better job of 
personalizing the data for each student 
and planning for the individual needs of 
every child, said Wright. 

“One area we will look closely at is the 
growth our students made from the PLAN 
assessment they took in their 10th grade 
year to the ACT test they took as a 
junior,” she said. “This will tell us if aca¬ 
demically our students are making gains 
from year to year. Ultimately, our goal is 
to see individual growth from all 268 stu¬ 
dents.” 

Williamstown High School, who had 
56 students take the test, received a com¬ 
posite score of 20.8 for the third year in a 
row. 

In each subject, WHS scored above the 
state average with 19.9 in English, 20.8 in 
math and reading and 21.3 in science. 

“Furthermore, our percentage of stu¬ 
dents meeting benchmarks increased in 
every content area with the exception of 
reading, but that benchmark increased 
from a 21 to a 22 from last year to this 
year,” said Williamstown Independent 
Schools Assistant Superintendent Misty 
Middleton. “In fact, more than half of our 
students met benchmarks in all four areas. 
Our students and teachers work hard 
throughout the year and the scores vali¬ 
date that the hard work is paying off.” 

With a different group of juniors tak¬ 
ing the test each year, Middleton said the 
scores are not compared to previous years. 

Instead, the district looks at the stu¬ 
dents as a group and individually to see if 
they are improving over time by analyz¬ 
ing results from the EXPLORE test in 
eighth grade and the PLAN test in 10th 
grade. 

“By doing this, we have a better gauge 
to see if what we are implementing in our 
classrooms daily is helping,” Middleton 
said. “Additionally, we do not look at 
these scores as a final endpoint. Students 
and teachers view the results and work to 
improve in the areas that were lacking. 
Therefore, when students take the ACT 
again, they have a good probability of 
increasing their score, which many do.” 


The Grant County Middle School stu¬ 
dents have a new principal. 

John Preston has been named as principal 
of Grant County Middle School. Preston 
assumed the role of principal on July 1, 
replacing Tim Grayson, who accepted a 
position with Newport Independent Schools. 

Preston is not a new face in the commu¬ 
nity and became a member of the GCMS 
administrative team after coming to Grant 
County Middle School as an assistant princi¬ 
pal for the 2013-2014 school year. 

According to Kelly Lee, a teacher repre¬ 
sentative on the Grant County Middle 
School Site Based Decision Making 
(SBDM) Council, the council was unani¬ 
mous in its decision to select Preston.
